Sultan,’”’ dates from the time of 
Abdul Hamid II. Suffering gastro- 
nomic @énnui on one occasion, the 
Sultan ordered his chef to invent 
a dish that would tickle the royal 
palate. The chef, aware that his 
life was at stake, seized an eggplant 
from which he made asauce. This 
he poured over mincemeat cooked 
in oil. 

The Sultan cleaned the platter 
and smiled; hence the name of the 
dish. ‘

TO SUE DEFUNCT BANK 
FOR STORM AD Fil 


i State Seeks $6000 Deposited 
' at Perryville for Damage- 
Done in 1925. 


By. the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post -)-apatch, 

JEFFERSON CIT:, Nev. 27.— 
An effort to recover $6000 of State 
funds set aside for relief uf per- 
sons in Perry County, whose homes 
were damaged by a storm that 
swept Southeast Missouri March 17, 
1925, but who never received the 
money because it is tied up in the 
defunct Perry County Bank of Per- 
ryville, will be made by the At- 
torney General’s Department 
through a suit to establish a pre- 
ferred claim against the bank’s 
assets. 

The State’s claim already has 
been approved as a general claim, 
which would entitle it to receive 
only a proportionate share of the 
repayments made in liquidation of 
the bank’s assets. A claim for 
priority involving full payment 
will be pressed in the Perry Coun- 
ty Circuit Court. The depositors 
have indicated they will resist such 
a claim in the courts. 

The 1925 legislature appropriat- 
ed $25,000 for relief of the storm 
sufferers in Missouri, and designat- 
ed Gov. Baker to distribute the 
fund. Baker allotted $6000 to Per- 
ry County and sent the money, May 
1, 1925, to Henry W. Biehle of 
Biehle, Mo., presiding Judge of the 
Perry County Court, to be used in 
storm relief work in co-operation 
with the Red Cross. 

Although Biehle deposited the 
money in the Perry County Bank 
May 6, 1925, no disbursements had 
been made when the bank failed 
Oct. 9, 1925, it was said. There 
had been some friction, according 
to the Attorney General’s depart- 
ment, over Biehle’s suggesting an 
adjustment for damage to buildings 
On his farm, which was not ap- 
proved by Red Cross workers. 

The joint and concurrent resolu- 
tion passed by both Houses of the 
Legislature, appropriating the mon- 
ey, provided it was to be expended 
under the direction and upon the 
order of the Governor. The lat- 
ter, in alloting the money to coun- 
ties affected by the storm, stipulat- 
ed that detailed reports were to be 
made to him upon the use of the 
funds.

MID WEST CROWD 
OF 110,000 SEES 
ARMY-NAVY GAME 


Vast Throng in Soldiers’ 
Field Stadium at Chicago 
Witnesses Football Class- 
ic Ending in 21-21 Tie. 


FIRST MEETING 
AWAY FROM EAST 


Biue-Coated Midshipmen 
and Gray-Clad Cadets 
March and Drill Before 
Cheering Multitude. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 27.—The Middle 
West today packed more than 110,- 
000 persons into the stadinm at 
Soldiers’ Field to see the football 
teams of the United States military 
and naval academies—West Point 
and Annapolis—meet for the first 
time in history west of the Alle- 
ghenies. The weather was ideal. 

Long before the cadets and mid- 
shipmen swung into Michigan ave- 
nue to march to the field, the 
crowd began to gather in the sta- 
dium on the shore of Lake Michi- 
gan. And when the two schools 
ma:iched into the amphitheater, 
the eager thousands sent up a 
cheer which echoed across the field. 

Emotion reached its frenzied 
peak when the  blue-coated mid- 
shipmen and the gray-clad cadets 
flung their columns onto the field 
in the colorful prelude to the 
game. They marched and drilled 
and wheeled to the music of the 
bands of the two schools, drawn up 
at either end of the field. 

Navy to East, Army to West. 

From the moment when the serv- 
ice men broke ranks and swarmed 
into their seats on either side of 
the stadium, the crowd moved and 
shouted and sang with the men it 
came to see—Navy on the east side 
and Army on the west. 

The vast throng that filled the 
stadium came in expectation of a 
sensational game, and its hi-xzhast 
hopes were far exceeded by the 
21-to-21 tie. 

They saw what seemed an Irre- 
sistible Navy attack sweep into a 
two-touchdown lead in the early 
stages of the game on the wings 
of a dazzling aerial drive. As 
swiftly, in turn, they saw the Army 
fling its regulars into the fray to 
replace the _ tottering reserves. 
Strengthened, then, the Cadets 
launched a counter-drive that 
swept them back to even terms, 
then carried them to the front in 
the third period. The costliest and 
only outstanding ‘‘break’’ of the 
game—a fumbled punt by’ Rans- 
ford, substitute Navy fullback, that 
was converted into a touchdown by 
the alert Army end, Harbold—con.- 
tributed the second touchdown of 
the Cadets. 

Army Mule Meets Navy Goat. 

The crowd had a big moment 
when the Army mule and the Navy 
goat paid their respects to each 
other. The mule, a frisky animal, 
greeted with some disdain the long 
haired, long horned Navy Goat, 
and the goat returned the cool- 
ness with some of the most su- 
preme scorn ever registered before 
the movie cameras which recorded 
the event. 


The crowd was handled smoothly | 


and without an untoward inaidecnt 
despite its size. 

No sooner was the frame conelud- 
ed than the Cadets and MiJship- 
men were summon2d to their for- 
mations on the field ‘Che Navy de- 
parted first, in the darkness, pre- 
ceding because it was official host 
to this vear’s game 

The Army. followed and only the 
lighter colors in its uniforms wer» 
visible as the men paraded to their 
trains. The two student bodies 
left at once for Annapolis and 
West Point, although the teams 
stayed behind. 

Almost lost in the throng were 
the scores of notables who came to 
see ‘the game. Few of thousands 
got a glimpse of any but Vice Pres- 
ident Dawes who crossed the field 
from the Army. to the Navy side 
between halves to indicate his neu- 
trality. Secretary of War Davis and 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur sat. 
respectively, on the Army and 
Navy sides, and Senators, Gover- 
nors, Mayors and assistant Cabinet 
secretaries also were in the throng. 


A Tale of Three Tickets

MRS. HALL DENIES 


PART IN KILLING 
~-OF MRS. MILLS 


Declares She Did Not Sus- 
pect Husband — Near 
Tears in Describing Her 
Vigil, Night He Was Slain 


WHY NO REWARD WAS 
OFFERED FOR SLAYER 


“It Would Have Been Inde- 
cent,” She Explains— 
Case Likely to Reach 
Jury Wednesday. 


By the Associated Press. 

SOMERVILLE, N. J., Nov. 27. 
—Mrs. Francés Noel Stevens Hall 
went to the witness’ stand today 
to add her dental to that, of her 
brothers, Henry and William Ste- 
vens, of any knowledge of the 
murder of Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills, 
for which all three are on trial. 

Mrs. Mills and the Rev. Edward 
W. Hall were found murdered un- 
der a crabapple tree on the Phil- 
lips farm near De Russey’s lane, 
New Brunswick, N. J., Thursday, 
Sept. 14, 1922. 

For two hours Mrs. Hall told of 
her confident belief that her hus- 
band was faithful to her and de- 
nied emphatically that she knew 
until after the killing that he was 
carrying on a clandestine  corre- 
spondence with Mrs, Mills, a choir 
singer in his church. 

Cross-examination had just be- 
gun when the court was ad- 


journed until Monday, when Mrs. 
Hall will resume the stand with 
the opening of the final week of 
the trial. She testified for one 
hour and 42 minutes on direct ex- 
amination and had answered the 
questions of Special Prosecutor 
Simpson for only 18 minutes when 
the hour for adjournment arrived. 


Defense Likely to Rest Tomorrow. 

“Tt will take me quite some 
time,’”’” said Simpson when asked 
by the Court how long his cross- 
examination would require. Three 


or four minor defense witnesses are 
to follow the defendant to the wit- 
ness stand and, indications were 
that the defense case would be 
closed Monday about noon. 

The State’s rebuttal will follow 
with a possibility that the case will 
be given to the jury not later than 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. Hall was calm as she test!- 
fied. She spoke in a firm but low 
voice interrupting her examination 
once to cause the exclusion from 
the courtroom of a photographer 
who was trying to take a snapshot 
of her. Photographers were ¢x- 
cluded from the courtroom by an 
order from the bench issued yes- 
terday. Only once* did she trem- 
ble on the verge of tears as she 
told of her sleepless vigil as she 
waited for her husband’s return on 
the night of the murder. 

Cross Examiner Is Noisy. 

The prosecutor began the cross- 
examination in a loud voice that 
increased in volume as he proceed- 
ed. At one point he yelled: “You 
murdered then ?” Mrs. Hall com- 
posedly ans‘vered, ‘‘No.”’ 

“On the night of the murder, how 
long had you been married?” he 
asked. ‘“Sleven years.” 

“You saw no signs of your hus- 
band’s affection diminishing?” 
“NG.” 

“He never stayed out all 
before?” “No.” 

“And you were frantic because 
hadn't returned?” 

Mrs. Hall merely nodded. 

Simpson quickly passed to the 
visit to the church and to the Mills 
home. 

“You were frantic over your hus- 
hand’s not coming home, yet you 
never sent your brother upstairs to 
knock at the Mills’ door, nor made 
a single inquiry at the Mills 
home?” 

Mrs. Hall answered “No.” 

‘The next morning you called 
the police?” “Yes.” . 

“And you asked if there had been 
any casualties?” 

Mrs. Hall said she did not re- 
call whether she used the word 
“casualties.”

TO SEVER RELATIONS 


Senator Borah Giad to Learn 


Who Is Responsible, and 
Congress Probably Will 
Take Some Action.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27. — An 
alarming story of alleged Mexican 
efforts to foster Bolshevism 
throughout Central America, thus 
threatening American control of 
the Panama Canal, went out from 
Washington ten days ago and was 
published in hundreds of news- 
papers throughout the United 
States Although the character of 
the story was such as to arouse 
deep resentment against the Mex- 
ican Government, no authority was 
given for the statements it con- 


tainea. 
Responsibility for the story has 
been traced by the Post-Dispatch 


correspondent to Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Robert E. Olds. Not 
only did he make the statements 
upon which the story was based, 
but he took measures to insure 
their widespread publication. At 
the same time, he refused to take 
the responsibility for it, either in 
person or for the State Department. 

Senators were filled with as- 
tonishment and indignation wheh 
informed of the facts tonight. Sev- 
eral declared that Olds’ action un- 
doubtedly represented an attempt 
by the State Department to inflam» 
the American people against th 
Mexican Government, and to pre- 
pare public sentiment for ths 
breaking off of diplomatic rela- 
tions, which have become strained 
by the controversy over the Mex- 
ican land and oll laws. 

Inside Story of It All. 

Following is the inside account 
of what actually happened: 

A week ago last Tuesday the 
Washington Bureau of the three 
national press associations, which 
supply virtually every daily news- 
paper in the country, received a 
telephone call from the State De- 
partment, saying that Olds desire 
to see the heads of the assozia- 
tions in his office at once on a 
matter of importance. 

Upon thetr arrival, Olds pledecda 
the newspaper men not to quote 
him on what he was about to say, 
and then proceeded to make a 
statement. 

For more than a year, he sali, 
the State Department had bee. 
concerned over the relations he- 
tween the United States and Merx- 
ico, and those relations had now 
reached a very acute stage. 

“It is an undentable fact,” he 
continued, “that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment today is a Bolshevist 
government. We cannot prove it, 
but we are morally certain that a 
warm bond of sympathy, {ff not 
an actual understanding, extsta. 
between Mexico City and Moscow. 

“A steady stream of Bolshevist 
propaganda has been filtering from 
Mexico down through Cental 
America, aimed at property ~ights. 
and. desighed to undermine soctaty 
and rovernments as they are now 
constituted. We feel that this 
picture should be presented to the 
American people, and I desired to 
ask for your advice and co-o era- 
tion toward that end.” 

Refused to Sponsor Cha 

“It can very easily be done,’ 96 
of the correspondents replied. “T, +t 
the State Department tasue « state- 
ment to this effect, over the sig- 
nature of the Secretary of State, 
and every newspaper in the coun- 
try will publish it.” 

Olds recoiled with an exclamation 
of apprehenkion. 

“Oh, that ts utterly impoasible,”’ 
he said. “Surely you must resize 
why the Department cannot afford 
to be in the position of directing 
such a serious statement against 
rovernment with which it is off. 
cinlly on friendiv terms” 

The correspondents politely re- 
frained from pointing’ out that the 
department seemed eager enough to 
have, the statement go out. so long 
as the responsibility was laé@ at 
some other door. However, they 
did protest against being asked to 
take the responaibility upon them. 
selves, especially in view of the 
fact that their only information on 
the subject came from Olds.

On 
this point the words of the 
canon law are explicit. Canon 
1114 says: ‘Legitimate children 
are those conceived or born ip 
valid marriage or in marriage con- 
tracted in good faith though inval- 
idly." And furthermore, it suffices 
that one of the parties of the mar- 
riage was in good faith. so that so 
far as legitimacy is concerned, 2 
marriage has the effect of a valid 
union unless and until both parties 
know for certain of the invalidity 
of that marriage.
